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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


We think the work done in the school room the past year 
will compare well with that of former years. The teachers 
have generally been faithful in their work, and those pupils 
who have attended school for the purpose of learning have 
made commendable progress, and if any pupils have failed it is 
largely due to the misimprovement of their opportunities. 

About twenty of our school children have attended school 
outside of their regular school home, and the work accom- 
plished by them well compensates for the effort made. The 
pains taken by some of the parents to give their children every 
possible advantage, and the efforts made to carry them to and 
from school, receive our hearty commendation, and we wish 
that more might manifest the same interest. The number of 
scholars that have attended school not less than two weeks is 
70, an increase of ten over last year. Number between 5 and 
t5 who have not attended school, 3. Number of children in 
town between 5 and 15, 65.

of $6.20. June 22, 1894, he received from the town treasurer $50.00. 
June 23 he paid Estes & Lauriat of Boston a bill of $56.63. Paid 50 
cents for freight. Received 86 cents from the Librarian for fines dur- 


ing the year, leaving a deficit in the treasury of 7 cents. 


Whole number of books taken from the Library for ten months 
preceding Feb. 1, 1895, 2009 vols., being an average of 47 per week. 
This was an increase of nearly 20 per cent. over the year before. 


During the year there were added to the library 65 vols. purchased 
with money appropriated by the town; 26 vols. presented by Mr. 
Phil B. Johnson; 49 vols. from the government at Washington, sent 
through the influence of Senator Gallinger; 7 vols. of state papers 
from the State of New Hampshire and histories of the Third and Fifth 
N. H. Regiments; also 5 vols. of ‘‘Elsie Dinsmore Series,’’ purchased 
by private subscription, as they were books much called for and 
needed to complete the set. The volume burned in Mr. Pierce’s 
house was replaced. 


In June a superior eight day clock with a heavy case made to cor- 
respond with the finishing of the building, was presented to the 
Library by Mr. Josiah Fiske of Temple. In November a magnificent 
terrestrial globe, with all of the appurtenances ever found on such, 
and mounted on a heavy brass standard, was presented by Mr. A. O, 
Miles of Providence, R. I. It will be remembered that three years ago 
Mr. Miles sent us his check for $200.00 with which to purchase books. 
That town is fortunate which has such benefactors interested in her — 
educational institutions. 


By a vote of the Trustees the Library has been opened during the 
last year on Saturday afternoon and evening from May 1, to July 1, 
and from Sept. 1, to Nov. 1; on Wednesday afternoon and Saturday 
evening, from July 1, to Sept. 1; on Saturday afternoon, from Nov. 
1, to May 1. 

The Trustees would speak with much pleasure of the interest 
which our people have generally manifested in the Library and of the 
care exercised in their using the books; also of the order and good 
judgment of our librarians, and of the zeal which they ever seem to 
show in their work.
